WIFE ALIMONY 


Former Emperor Of China 
Settles Claim Of Second 
Wife Wed Due To Custom. 


TODAY'S TALK

Peiping (AP)—Paym ent of $60,- 
000 alimony has cleared the domes­ 
tic skies of Henry Pu-Y i, nom inal 
head of the new stale of M anchu- 
kuo, and his ex-royal consort, the 
tonner Princess Kilo Chi Si. 
The money went to W en Hsiu, 
former "No. 2 wife” of the ex-occu­ 
pant of the dragon throne. 
The 
former boy em peror espoused both 
wives when he was a m ere youth, 
but took the second only 
under 
pressure of ancient M anchu custom 
with which he did not sympathize. 
A year ago W en Hsiu fled from 
the ex-r m peror’s refuge in the Ja p ­ 
anese concession at T ientsin and 
threatened 
to sue Pu-Y i in the 
Chinese 
courts 
for 
divorce 
on 
grounds of neglect, and cruelty. 
After protracted negotiations 
a 
compromise was reached 
whereby 
Pu-Yi agreed to let W en Hsiu live 
separately 
and 
to 
give 
her 
a 
monthly allowance of 
$500 silver. 
He refused to allow’ her to m arry 
again. 
Pu-Yi paid the allowance only 
for September and October, for in 


November 
he 
left 
Tientsin 
for 
M anchuria, 
where he 
was 
made 
head of the new state. He let it 
be known th a t he would discontinue 
the monthly subsidy to Wen Hsiu. 
The ex-wife at once appealed to 
supporters of the form er Manchu 
house for assistance. 
R epresenta­ 
tions were m ade to Pu-Yi, who re­ 
plied th at W en Hsiu should con­ 
sider herself extrem ely lucky if she 
were net called upon to commit sui­ 
cide for bringing disgrace upon the 
imperial M anchu family. 
Finally, however, Pu-Y i, yielding 
to pressure, relented and accepted 
the present settlem ent, which was 
proposed by a M anchu prince 
in 
Peiping. It is stated th a t the $60.- 
000 alimony has already been paid. 
Wen Hsiu was m arried to Pu-Yi 
in 
19G3 in 
the 
Forbidden 
City, 
Peiping, at the sam e tim e as he 
took his first wife, who is the im ­ 
perial consort. 
W ife No. 2 belongs 
to a prom inent M anchu family and 
is living with a m arried sister 
in 
Tientsin.
